COVER PICTURE 

THE PALOMAR OBSERVATORY AND 200- 
INCH. TELESCOPE, the largest in the world. 
Although the 200-inch telescope has required 
the planning and work of many men, it was 
the vision, foresight, and efforts of one man— 
the late Dr. George Ellery Hale—that took it 
from the speculative to the reality stage. Dr. 
Hale, who founded two other great observa- 
tories—the Yerkes at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, 
and the Mt. Wilson at Pasadena—was respon- 
sible for obtaining, from the Rockefeller In- 
ternational Education Board, the —— $6,- 
000,000 grant for the new Observatory. This 
money was given to the California Institute of 
Techmology in Pasadena, California, in 1928. 
Dr. Hale died in 1938, but not before he had 
seen the new observatory well on the way to 
completion. 

Two additional grants have been made to 
assure completion of the a ject, bringing the 
total amount of Rockefeller funds appropri- 
ated for this undertaking to $6,550,000. 

THE MIRROR weighs 1434 tons. Polishing 
and ding began in April, 1936, and was 
completed in October, 1947. For nearly four 
years during the war no work was done on 
either the mirror or the telescope. The mirror 
remained on the polishing and grinding ma- 
chine in the Caltech optical shop during this 
period. This mirror, of Pyrex glass, is approxi- 
mately 24 inches thick at the edges and 2014 
inches at the center. Its surface is ground and 
polished to an accuracy of two-millionths of 
an inch of a perfect paraboloid (concave) sur- 
face. It has a hole in the center 40 inches in 
diameter. This is exactly the size of the world’s 
largest refractor lens in the Yerkes Observatory 
telescope at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. This hole 
was necessary to provide for the Cassegrain 
focus. The hole does not affect the utility of 
the mirror. 

THE 200-INCH TELESCOPE is a reflecting 

. It has only mirrors, no lenses. In reality 
it is a huge camera with which astronomers 
will tare pictures of stars and other bodies of 
the universe. Total weight of the telescope is 
in excess of 500 tons. This telescope is the only 
one in the world in which an observer actual- 
ly rides while working. Inside the upper end 
of the tube is a prime focus observer’s house 
in which the astronomer works and rides the 
telescope. 

THE DOME—The observatory dome is 137 
feet in diameter and 135 feet high, and has 
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three floors. The dome moves on circular 
track and has split shutters riding on hori- 
zontal rails. Its total weight is 1,000 tons. The 
entire building is insulated to keep tempera- 
ture to a minimum so that there will be 
little difference between inside and outside 
temperature when the dome is opened for 
observation. 

THE RESEARCH PROGRAM — The initial 
program for the 200-inch telescope will be one 
designed to carry on where the 100-inch at 
Mt. Wilson leaves off, in confirming if pos- 
sible, many of the current theories about, the 
universe. The Observatory and Museum are 
open ‘to the public from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
every day. There is no admission charge.

Habakkuk 3:2 


If there ever was a time the work 
of the Lord needed reviving, it is today, 
in these dark days.

What This World Would Be Like with- 
out Power; Importance of Power 
in the Religious World for Our 
Spiritual Existence, and 
Power for Service 


We see a great increase in power in 
this world. Everything has increased 
the volume of its power. Sad, but true, 
the Church has failed to increase in 
power with God, proportionately. 


I want to illustrate here. When a 
small boy, I worked with my father. 
He ran a cotton gin. This gin was one 
and one-fourth miles from home, in a 
little country village in Arkansas. We 
were always there before daylight. It 
was quite chilly on October mornings. 
The engine, as it stood there, offered 
no comfort from the cold morning 
atmosphere. In the mornings when we 
arrived, the gin was absolutely useless 
for the purpose for which it was made.

And so, the Church without the 
fire and power of God is just as use- 
less in this world of sin and vice.

old steam engine. They have programs, 
members, ministers, and workers, but 
they are not producing as they should, 
because they lack the fire of God 
burning in their midst. 


When the fire of God begins to burn 
in your church, God’s love is burning 
in the souls in your church. Many in 
this world who are chilled with sin, 
sorrow, and discouragement, will come 
to receive the benefits derived there- 
from. 

When we had enough steam to start 
the gin, there was activity everywhere 
around that gin. It required fire be- 
fore we obtained results. The power of 
God is required and is absolutely es- 
sential to obtain results in the Church 
of the living God. The mighty miracle 
of God’s power manifested in our 
midst will do more than all men’s ef- 
forts combined.

INTRODUCTION 


Much has been written about the 
“age of accountability” down through 
the years. It has always been a favored 
topic for discussion. Thousands of 
questions have been asked about the 
subject. What is the age of accounta- 
bility? Do all people reach that age? 
Does that age vary with individuals? 
What sensations accompany the child 
reaching accountability? Are responsi- 
bility and accountability the same? Do 
people ever pass out of the age of ac- 
‘countability? What spiritual changes 
occur in the heart of people reaching 
that age? I’ve been asked questions on 
this subject more than any other in 
my sixteen years as a minister. It is 
the “sixty-four dollar” question in the 
minds of many people, especially those 
who have lost children in infancy. 

I do not claim to know all the an- 
swers to this great question, but I hope 
these thoughts on the subject will be 
enlightening to you, and, may I say, 
some source of inspiration. It has been 
to me since I was a boy. On one oc- 
casion I withstood an elderly gentle- 
man, who gingerly claimed there were 
infants in hell a span (four inches) 
long.

is defined as “that age a person 
reaches in life when there and there- 
after he feels a moral guilt before God 
and feels he is responsible to God for 
each sinful thought, word or deed.” 
That realization comes with such vivid 
force that you cannot be mistaken. It 
is as real as passing out of a dark 
tunnel into bright sunshine. 

When I was a small lad, I remember 
hearing dad say, “A child is not re- 
sponsible for his sins until he gets to 
be twelve years old. Until that time his 
parents are responsible for him.” He 
based his argument upon the fact that 
Christ was twelve years old when He 
went into the Temple and talked with 
the elders. Coming from such a noble 
person as my dad, it was a relief to 
me to think if I were to die before I 
reached twelve I’d go to heaven be- 
cause I was not accountable. Even at 
the age of ten, I had a guilty con- 
science for stealing eggs from Mama’s 
hen nest and slipping to the store to 
buy candy, also telling “fibs” and play- 
ing hookey from school. Actually, I 
stood guilty before God at the age of 
eight. Up until that time, as I re- 
member, I only felt guilty, and that 
momentarily, for being chided by my 
mother for some little childish wrong. 
At the age of eight, however, God be- 
gan to write “guilt” on my conscience 
with His indelible pencil, for things I 
did wrong. They stuck with me like 
leeches to a turtle’s neck, and the oniy 
thing I found to erase them was the

blood of Jesus. 

So, I gather from experience th: 
the age of accountability is not twelj 
years old, nor ten, nor even eight, b 
that age and time in any individual 


life when he or she stands guilty be 


fore God in his own conscience. Th 
cry of “Adam, where art thou?” 
be too clear for you to mistake. If yo 
do not have the clear knowledge 4 
this you have not reached it. 

SUBSTANTIATING SCRIPTURES 

Some argument has been made tha 
Jesus taught, “Except a man be bo 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 4 
God,” John 3:3, and that children 4 
tender age are not capable of enjoy 
ing that experience, therefore no 8 
vation is available for them. Su 
teaching as that is irrevelant to i 
Scriptures, as I will show you. Tali 
your Bible and follow me. 

True, Jesus said, “Ye must be bo 
again,” but He was addressing His dis 
course to a man of mature age—n0 
an infant. He said, “Except 4 m™ 
(not a child) be born again he canne 
see the kingdom of God.” Why did 
he say except a child? Because He hi 
some other provision made for th 
unaccountable child. 

What about the Scriptures? Whatd 
they teach? What did Jesus imply. 
them? “And Jesus called a little chil 
unto him, and set him in the midst 0 
them. And said, Verily I say unto yo 
Except ye be converted, and becom 
as little children, ye shall not ene 
into the kingdom of heaven,” Matt. !6 
2,3. “But Jesus said, Suffer little chil 
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jen, and forbid them not, to come 
mto me: for of such is the kingdom 
if heaven,” Matt. 19:14. Also read 
vark 10:13-16. 

He taught men to be converted and 
yeome as little children, but never did 
je teach little children to be convert- 
and become as men. We understand 
the term little child to mean the “un- 
yeountable” child. He taught men to 
geome converted and become as the 
mmaccountable child, not in size, men- 
ity, and experience, but in guiltless- 
ss, innocence, and purity. To re- 
ater his mother’s womb and be born 
yan infant is an utter impossibility, 
wt to become as a little child in its 
wity and innocence of transgression 
snot. That is what the new birth does 
fra man. It makes him as innocent 
wa child. Of such, Jesus says, is the 
tingdom of heaven. “Of such” includes 
newborn men and little children. Je- 
sis recognized their status as members 
if the kingdom of God. He blessed 
them as such. Just what spiritual 
process a little child goes through, if 
my, is none of my business, nor yours 
tither. I am convinced that Jesus did 
nt teach the new birth as a child’s 
ticket to the kingdom of God. A little 
thild, by virtue of his innocence, is 
dready in the kingdom of God and 
mains there until the accountability 
isin puts him out. Am I not right? 
Then, it will take the new birth for 
him to get back, just as it does for 
ilother accountable persons. 
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je tha Listen to the great apostle Paul as 
e borg te explains this phenomenon, “For I 
jom 88 alive without the law once: but 





vhen the commandment came, sin re- 
vived, and I died.” There was a time 
in Paul’s life when he was alive, spir- 
itually alive. He describes that time as 
mee—without the law once. That 
‘mce” was his age of innocence, the 
lime he did not stand guilty before 
God—his years before he was account- 
ible to God. What age in years Paul 
tached before he was responsible I 
to not know, but there was that time 
innocence he describes as once. He 
uid he was alive but something hap- 
ined. The commandment came, sin 
revived, and he died.

Sin, Paul said, deceived and slew 
him. The commandment was in the 
world before Paul was born. After his 
birth it was still in the world affect- 
ing others, but it did not reach him 
until he reached the age of accounta- 
bility. Then it became. a sword by 
which he was slain—put out of the 
kingdom of God, made a wretched 
man. 

The only remedy to get such a per- 
son back to God is “through Jesus 
Christ our Lord,” Rom. 7:25, for “there 
is therefore now no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit,” Rom. 8:1. 

Our text teaches that everyone of 
us shall give account of himself to 
God. You ask, “Does that not include 
the little child?” Yes, but not in the 
same sense of responsibility as an ac- 
countable person. He stands before the 
Lord just as innocent as he lived and 
died. Likewise does the grown or more 
mature person. In my opinion, many 
of us may wish we, too, had died in 
childhood innocence rather than meet 
our accountable lives at the judgment

bar. This subject is inexhaustible in 
its depths, but I think we can and 
should know enough about it to clarify 
misgivings that arise in people’s minds 
which are disturbing. 

YOUR QUESTIONS ANSWERED 

Here are the answers I’ve given some 
people who have come to me with 
these perplexing questions. I hope they 
will answer your problem—if you 
have one. 

Question: My baby died at the age 
of five. One man has upset me by 
telling me that unless my child was a 
chosen one of God he was lost. How 
can I know whether he was a chosen 
one or not?—Mrs. Worried. 

Answer: You may know, dear sister, 
that precious babe: of yours was a 
chosen one because Jesus said, “Of 
such is the kingdom of God.” “Many 
are called but few are chosen,” applies 
only to those of accountable age, not 
to a little child. He calls them, “Come.” 
If they come, they are chosen. 

Question: Unfortunately, my son 
was never bright. He had to be

Dear Brother Walker: 


We have just returned from the 
little Island of Nevis. We feel sorry for 
the poor people over there, as they 
have only one small room 12 X 12 feet 
in which to worship. We had sixty- 
five packed into the little room, with 
about a hundred people outside. On 
the last night we were there, it rained 
and all the people that were outside 
had to leave. The people over there 
are very hungry for the full gospel, 
but there isn’t any place for them to 
worship. The little room fills up and 
the other people who come can’t get 
in and they go away. We gave them 
$20 to buy seats. This bought seven 
seats. Before we did this the people 
had to stand up when they came to 
service. Most all the little churches 
here in this district of St. Kitts are 
far too small: There is a great need 
for some larger buildings. The work 
can’t grow until they get some place 
to accommodate the people. 

These people are too poor to raise 
money to do any building. They do 
extraordinarily well to manage to 
exist. The men are working for three 
shillings a day (a shilling is approxi-

money). The women work for two 
shillings a day, when they can find 
any work to do. Everything is so very 
high, much higher than in the States.

then you will see things move for God. 
That prings power. 

You may say, “I don’t feel like pray- 
ing.” Pray until you do feel like pray- 
ing. Trust God by simple faith for the 
fulness of His Spirit. If you mean 
business with God, He will meet you 
and bless you. As the Scripture de- 
clares, “Thou meetest .. . those that 
remember thee in thy ways.” See 2 
Chron. 20:3, 4. Jehoshaphat heard that 
a great multitude of Syrians were com- 
ing against Judah. “Jehoshaphat 
feared, and set himself to seek the 
Lord, and proclaimed a fast through- 
out all Judah. And Judah gathered 
themselves together, to ask help of the 
Lord: even out of all the cities of 
Judah they came to seek the Lord.” 
Verse 15, “Be not afraid nor dismayed 
by reason of this great multitude; for 
the battle is not yours, but God’s.” 

The woman searching for her lost 
coin represents the church being 
stirred by the Holy Spirit to search 
for the lost gifts. Don’t you think it 
is candlelighting time? Time to sweep 
the floors and search our hearts with 
the Word of God, searching for the 
solution of the problem of our lost 
power? The sweeping of the house is 
repentance. We search by examining 
and measuring ourselves by the Word 
of God. When we turn to the Lord, 
rending the hearts and not the gar- 
ments, holding on in fasting and 
prayer, we will break through and re- 
possess the lost anointing. Then, we 
will see the lame rise and walk like 
the man did at the gate Beautiful of 
the Temple. Peter and John were men 
just as you and I, except they had 





prayed through. 

We have had some wonderful re- 
vivals. They were characterized by a 
prevailing spirit of prayer, which took 
precedence over work, pleasure, and 
all personal desires. In many places 
where men worked, the noon hour was 
set aside for prayer. Meeting and pray- 
ing in their homes, they would often 
spend all night in prayer. They never 
had a revival in those days without 
first having days of special prayer. It 
was agonizing prayer. They meant 
business with God. The church had a 
burden for lost souls. 

Any church that has a burning pas- 
sion for lost souls, and will get alone 
with God, can have a revival today. 
Pray until you are burdened, until you 
lose sleep, and go without meals. If 
you would rather see souls saved than 
anything else in the world, you can 
have a revival. I am hungry and pray- 
ing to the Lord for this apostolic power.
